there  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  or  Typhoid  Fevers,  but  that 
the  mortality  from  Measles,  Diarrhoea,  and  Whooping  Cough  was  un¬ 
usually  high.  There  was  only  one  death  from  a  Notifiable  Disease — 
Membranous  Croup.  There  were  thirty-eight  deaths  from  the  zymotic 
diseases,  Measles,  Diarrhoea,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Membranous  Croup  ; 
equal  to  24  per  1000  of  population. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Thirty-one  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Six  were  at  Hatton,  five  at  Etwall,  five  at  Mickleover, 
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three  at  Repton,  two  at  Newton  Solney,  two  at  Scropton,  and  one  at  each 
of  the  following  places — Coton-in-the-Elms,  Egginton,  Twyford,  Linton, 
Ingleby,  Cauldwell,  Rosliston,  and  Willington.  The  general  type  of  the 
disease  was  mild,  and  there  were  no  deaths.  At  none  of  the  above  places 
did  the  fever  assume  an  epidemic  form.  This  was  to  be  accounted  for  by 
our  removing  all  cases  that  were  likely  to  spread  the  infection  to  the  tem¬ 
porary  isolation  hospital.  Eleven  cases  were  removed  thereto.  Nearly 
the  whole  of  the  cases  of  this  and  the  other  notifiable  infectious  diseases, 
were  visited  either  on  the  same  or  the  day  following  notification  by  myself 
and  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  I  make  enquiries  as  to  the  probable 
source  of  the  disease,  the  available  means  of  isolation,  give  directions 
regarding  it,  and  decide  upon  the  necessity  or  otherwise  of  removal.  The 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  takes  disinfectants  to  the  house,  examines  the 
drains,  and  notes  any  other  insanitary  conditions.  If  I  find  it  advisable  to 
have  the  case  removed,  I  inform  him  of  it,  and  he  takes  the  case  in  a 
covered  conveyance  to  the  hospital.  The  house  is  then  fumigated  by  him. 

During  the  eight  months  of  the  first  year  in  which  the  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification  Act)  was  adopted,  ninety-three  cases  were  notified, 
during  the  next  year  when  our  cottage  hospital  came  into  use  there  were 
forty-two  cases,  in  the  third  year  there  were  forty-four,  and  last  year,  as 
previously  stated,  the  number  was  reduced  to  thirty-one.  This  is  highly 
satisfactory,  being  a  reduction  to  exactly  one-third  of  the  cases  in  the  first 
eight  months  under  the  Act.  It  points  most  markedly  to  the  beneficial 
effect  of  prompt  and  careful  isolation.  On  the  other  hand  our  efforts  at 
stamping  out  the  disease  are  counteracted  by  having  close  to  our  District 
two  large  market  towns.  In  these  Scarlet  Fever  is  always  present,  and  we 
are  able  to  trace  a  large  number  of  cases  to  infection  derived  therefrom. 

Diphth  eria.  Three  cases  were  notified,  but  there  were  no  deaths. 
One  was  at  Etwall,  one  at  Ingleby,  and  one  at  Repton.  Of  the  one  at 
Etwall  I  had  some  doubt,  but  by  sending  some  of  the  mucous  from  the 
patient’s  throat  to  the  County  Council  Offices,  a  cultivation  of  the  bacilli 
was  made,  and  resulted  in  shewing  it  to  be  diphtheria.  The  medical  atten¬ 
dant  upon  the  case  at  Ingleby  certified  it  to  be  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
complicated  with  Diphtheria.  The  one  at  Repton  was  removed  to  Burton 
Infirmary  for  operation.  In  this  case  the  closet  was  close  to  the  back¬ 
door. 


Typhoid  Fever,  A  mild  case  of  this  fever  was  found  at  Etwall. 
Just  before  I  saw  her  she  had  come  from  Derby,  where  she  had  doubtless 
conlracted  the  disease  She  was  taken  to  the  Derby  Infirmary, 
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Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  in  the  earlier  months  of  the 
year  in  all  parts  of  the  District,  and  was  very  fatal  at  Hatton,  causing  in 
this  one  parish  seven  deaths  out  of  a  total  of  nine  in  the  whole  district. 
The  school  was  closed  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  as  fully  two-thirds  of  the 
children  were  affected. 

Measles.  During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  epidemics  of 
Measles  broke  out  at  Castle  Gresley,  Willington,  Linton,  Long  Lane, 
Sutton-on-the-Hill,  Hatton,  and  Bretby.  At  each  of  the  above  places,  ex¬ 
cept  the  last,  the  schools  were  closed  for  varying  periods;  but,  as  so 
frequently  happens,  the  disease  spread  with  great  rapidity.  At  Castle 
Gresley  it  caused  five  deaths,  and  at  Linton  four,  out  of  fourteen  in  the 
whole  District. 

Diarrhoea.  This  complaint  was  more  prevalent  and  more  fatal  than 
usual.  Coton-in-the-Elms  had  the  largest  number  of  deaths  attributed  to 
it  ;  all  occurring  in  September  and  the  beginning  of  October.  The  remain¬ 
ing  nine  cases  were  in  various  parts  of  the  District. 

inf!  uenza  appears  as  an  annual  visitor,  In  February  there  were 
many  cases  of  it,  and  six  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  it. 

Phthisis  caused  thirty-six  deaths  of  which  twenty-three  occurred  in 
the  County  Asylum. 

Membranous  Croup,  One  death. 

Cancer  in  its  various  forms  accounted  for  seven  deaths, 

Mumps  was  prevalent  at  Long  Lane,  Egginton,  and  other  places. 

It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  there  was  only  one  death  from  a 
notifiable  disease  -Membranous  Croup. 


The  Temporary  Isolation  Hospital, 

Eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  our  temporary  isola¬ 
tion  hospital  at  Etwall.  All  were  discharged  perfectly  well.  Great  care 
was  taken  in  examining  each  before  being  sent  home,  and  to  prevent  any 
possibility  of  infection  being  carried  in  clothing,  &c.  The  cottage  has  now 
been  used  as  a  temporary  isolation  hospital  about  three  years,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  say  there  has  not  been  one  “return”  case.  Cases  were  removed 
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from  Rosliston,  Hatton,  Newton  Solney,  Etwall,  Twyford,  Scropton,  and 
Repton.  The  reasons  for  removal  were  insufficient  accommodation,  insanitary 
surroundings,  or  evident  carelessness  on  the  part  of  those  in  charge. 


Disinfection. 

Dr.  Barwise  has  lately  sent  a  circular  to  this  and  other  sanitary 
districts,  calling  attention  to  the  need  of  having  some  responsible  person  to 
carry  out  the  disinfection  of  houses,  clothing,  &c.  In  the  first  year  of  my 
appointment  this  difficulty  very  forcibly  presented  itself,  as  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  was  only  required  to  “satisfy  himself”  that  it  had  been 
properly  carried  out.  The  consequence  was  that  it  was  frequently  left  to 
the  occupants  of  the  infected  houses  to  do  it  themsehes,  and  I  found  that  in 
most  instances  there  was  too  much  delay,  and  too  great  carelessness,  to  be 
able  to  place  any  reliance  upon  its  being  effectual.  Since  the  present 
Inspector  of  Nuisances’  appointment  this  work  has  always  been  done  by  him. 


House-to-House  Inspection, 

In  addition  to  the  occasional  complaints  of  nuisances,  and  many 
discovered  by  the  sanitary  inspector,  we  made  a  careful  house-to-house 
inspection  of  Coton-in-the-Elms  and  Church  Broughton.  At  the  former 
place  there  is  an  open  ditch  passing  through  the  centre  of  the  village,  which 
receives  all  the  sewage.  As  the  stream  is  shallow  and  has  a  slow  current, 
large  masses  of  sludge  collect  and  become  objectionable  to  sight  and  smell. 

At  Church  Broughton  there  were  many  insanitary  conditions  of 
which  notice  was  served  upon  the  owners.  One  house  was  quite  unfit  for 
habitation 


Sanitary  Improvements  effected  during  the  year. 

i. — Etwall  Sewage  Disposal.  At  this  village  the  greater  part  of 
the  sewage  was,  until  recently,  flowing  untreated  into  a  stream  near  the 
railway-station.  The  local  conditions  being  favourable,  the  sewage  is  now 
treated  on  what  may  be  best  called  the  “Bacterial  System.”  There  is  a 
large  tank  holding  more  than  an  average  day’s  flow,  so  arranged  that  the 
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contents  are  very  little  disturbed,  and  from  which  light  and  air  are  excluded. 
This  leads  to  an  automatic  flushing  chamber,  and  this  again  to  what  are 
called  “filter”  beds.  The  object  aimed  at  in  this  system  is  to  get  rid  of 
“sludge.”  In  the  large  tank,  one  class  of  bacteria,  the  anaerobic,  increase 
enormously  and  live  upon  a  part  of  the  sewage,  and  in  the  “filter”  beds 
another  class,  the  aerobic,  continue  the  process  which  results  in  the  removal 
of  most  of  the  solid  matter,  and  the  production  of  an  oxygenated  and  harm¬ 
less  fluid  that  can  be  safely  discharged  into  any  watercourse.  Since  the 
works  were  completed  one  or  two  alterations  have  been  found  necessary, 
but  I  am  confident  the  ultimate  result  will  be  satisfactory. 

2  —  Portland  Street,  Etwall.  A  new  sewer  was  laid  in  this 
street,  and  all  branch  drains  re-laid  and  put  in  good  order. 

3  — Mickleover  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  greater 
part  of  this  village  is  now  well  sewered,  and  a  most  satisfactory  method  of 
sewage  disposal  has  been  adopted.  The  sewage  is  conveyed  to  some  fiefds 
belonging  to  Mr.  Newton,  and  the  pipes  are  so  arranged  that  it  can  at  any 
time  be  distributed  upon  these  fields  at  any  desired  part.  At  the  time  of 
my  visit  there  was  no  offensive  odour  perceptible,  and  as  there  are  no 
houses  near  it  cannot  become  a  nuisance.  It  has  been  suggested  that  as  the 
source  of  a  spring  is  beneath  one  of  these  it  might  become  polluted  ;  but 
from  what  I  saw  of  the  method  of  distributing  the  sewage,  it  is  a  most 
unlikely  event.  The  ratepayers  of  Mickleover  are,  in  my  opinion,  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  Newton  both  for  his  permission  to  have  the  sewage  carried 
to  his  fields,  and  for  the  care  taken  in  its  distribution.  When  all  the 
circumstances  are  favourable,  as  at  Mickleover,  this  method  appears  to  be 
the  best  and  most  natural  ;  the  sewage  is  used  up  in  the  support  of  plant 
life,  and  there  is  no  possibility  of  contamination  of  water-courses  or  water 
supplies. 

Many  minor  sanitary  improvements  have  been  effected. 


Sanitary  Improvements  required,  under  consideration, 

or  decided  upon. 

Hilton  Sewage  Disposal.  This  is  a  matter  that  should  not  be 
further  delayed.  Complaints  are  made  of  offensive  smells  from  the  mill- 
dam,  but  it  is  useless  asking  the  owners  to  finish  cleaning  it  out  until  we,  as 
a  sanitary  authority  discontinue  polluting  the  stream. 
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Coton  =  in=the  =  Elms.  Plans  for  a  new  sewer  and  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  have  been  submitted  to  this  Council  and  approved  by  them,  but  the 
Parish  Council  have  not  as  yet  consented  to  the  work  being  carried  out. 

Etwall.  A  part  of  the  village  on  the  Egginton  Road  discharges  its 
sewage  into  a  brook  by  the  road-side.  Occasionally,  especially  when  the 
brook  is  choked  with  weeds,  the  sewage  collects  and  becomes  a  nuisance. 
Nearer  the  village  on  the  same  road,  the  sewage  from  some  other  houses 
discharges  into  a  ditch,  and  complaints  are  made  that  the  watering  places 
for  cattle  are  polluted.  Something  should  be  done  to  prevent  these 
complaints  being  made. 

Repton  and  Willington  Water  Supplies.  Negotiations  are 
in  progress  for  the  supply  of  these  two  villages  with  water  by  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Co.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  two  parishes  will  soon 
arrive  at  an  amicable  understanding.  It  will  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of 
both  to  have  a  pure  and  unlimited  supply  of  water, 

Willington  Sewerage.  There  is  still  the  open  sewer  running 
through  the  village  by  the  side  of  the  main  road.  It  is  desirable  that  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  this  place  should  not  be  much  longer 
delayed, 

Hatton.  A  sewerage  scheme  for  this  village  is  much  needed.  The 
house  drains,  in  most  cases,  empty  into  an  open  ditch. 

Repton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  This  matter  is  at 

present  in  abeyance.  When  the  village  has  got  its  water-supply,  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  will  come  up  for  consideration. 

Castle  Gresley.  It  is  decided  to  lay  a  new  sewer  near  the  main 
road  to  abate  a  long-standing  and  dangerous  nuisance.  I  understand  that 
a  market  gardener  has  agreed  to  use  up  the  sewage  which  will  be  collected 
in  a  tank. 

Burton  Sewage  Farm  Water  Supply.  The  wells  on  this  farm 
were  so  contaminated  by  the  sewage  that  the  Burton  Corporation  have  been 
in  the  habit  of  taking  the  water  in  a  cart  at  regular  times  to  the  different 
cottages  on  the  farm.  It  is  now  decided  to  bore  to  a  great  depth,  between 
300  and  400  feet,  when  it  is  believed  a  good  and  pure  supply  of  water  will 
be  obtained,  The  water  will  then  be  “laid  on’’  to  all  the  cottages. 
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Linton. — I  have  previously  called  attention  to  the  need  of  some 
better  method  of  conveying  the  sewage  near  the  Netherseal  Colliery  Co’s, 
cottages.  An  open  ditch  at  the  back  of  these  cottages  receives  the  sewage, 
and  being  near  the  houses  it  is  a  great  danger  to  health. 


Burton-on-Tnent  Sewage  Farm. 

Complaints  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  offensive  odours 
from  the  sewage  farm.  I  believe  the  Corporation  are  anxious  to  do  all 
they  can  to  prevent  annoyance  or  damage,  but  I  think  that  unless  some 
improvement  in  the  present  method  can  be  devised,  there  will  be  ever- 
recurring  complaints  from  those  living  in  its  vicinity. 


Water  Analyses. 

I  made  analyses  of  water  from  several  wells  at  Hatton,  Hilton,  and 
Findern,  Only  one  was  fit  for  drinking.  The  causes  of  pollution  were 
nearness  and  pollution  by  drains,  and  contamination  by  surface  water, 


The  New  Isolation  Hospital. 

Land  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  bought, 
and  plans  of  the  building  have  been  prepared.  The  Sudbury  District 
Council  have  decided  to  send  any  cases  that  require  removal  to  our  pro¬ 
posed  hospital,  and  the  Ashbourne  District  Council  to  send  theirs  also  that 
are  within  a  radius  of  ten  miles.  Dr.  Barwise  fully  approves  of  the  site, 
the  plans  have  been  examined  by  him,  and  he  offers  no  objections  to  the 
arrangements  with  the  neighbouring  District  Councils.  Provision  will 
therefore  be  made  for  a  population  of  about  20,000  persons.  An  application 
will  be  made  to  constitute  this  a  hospital  district,  I  hope  in  my  next 
annual  report  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  building  is  in  course  of  erection. 


Small -pox  Accommodation. 

It  is  now  necessary  for  this  and  other  sanitary  authorities  to  be 
prepared  to  deal  with  possible  outbreaks  of  small-pox.  The  Vaccination 
Act  of  last  year  will  lead  to  a  very  considerable  proportion  of  un-vaccinated 
persons  being  in  our  midst,  and  as  a  natural  sequence,  a,  greatly  increased 
risk  of  small-pox  epidemics.  Under  present  conditions,  we  should  have 
great  difficulty  in  dealing  with  this  disease. 
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Dairy  and  Cow-Shed  Regulations. 

Last  year  I  asked  the  Council  to  adopt  new  Dairy  and*  Cow-Shed 
Regulations.  Those  I  submitted  to  the  Council  did  not  contain  anything 
that  I  considered  would  entail  any  great  expense  or  inconvenience  to 
either  landlord  or  tenant.  The  Council  were  willing  to  adopt  all  the 
regulations  except  one — the  one  referring  to  limewashing.  I  propose  that 
all  cowsheds  be  limewashed  in  or  about  May  in  each  year  (except  when  some 
other  material  is  used  rendering  limewashing  unnecessary)  ;  and  that  in  or 
about  October  in  each  year,  all  parts  that  have  been  fouled  or  are  otherwise 
in  a  dirty  condition  be  again  limewashed  before  the  cattle  are  housed  for  the 
winter.  The  proposed  regulation  as  approved  by  the  Council,  and  the 
regulation  proposed  by  me,  are  under  the  consideration  of  the  Local 
Government  Board 


T  uberculosis. 

Intimately  connected  with  the  preceding  subject  is  that  of  Tubercu¬ 
losis  in  cattle  and  human  beings.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the 
conference  at  Sudbury  on  this  subject.  It  was  shewn  that  a  very  large 
proportion— about  one-third— of  the  cattle  in  the  country  are  affected  by 
this  disease,  and  that  the  public  incur  very  great  risks  by  having  the  germs 
of  a  very  fatal  disease  in  their  milk-supply.  Thirty-six  persons  died  in 
this  district  last  year  of  one  form  of  it— Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  In  urban 
populations  the  proportion  is  much  larger,  and  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  of 
the  bowels  and  other  parts  far  more  frequent.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
lessened  resistance  to  disease  that  the  crowded  condition  of  large  towns 
produces.  The  practical  conclusions  to  be  deduced  are  that  cattle 
should  be  placed  under  the  best  hygienic  conditions  ;  that  all  cattle  known 
or  suspected  to  be  affected  with  any  form  of  Tuberculosis  should  be  isolated, 
fattened,  and  slaughtered,  and  that  all  milk  should  be  sterilized  before 
being  consumed. 


Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

I  recommend  for  adoption  in  this  district  Part  III  of  the  above  Act, 
This  Act  gives  the  sanitary  authority  adopting  it  the  power  to  prevent 
refuse  and  other  matters  being  thrown  into  streams  so  as  to  obstruct  them  ; 
to  make  bye-laws  with  respect  to  water-closets  and  the  supply  of  water  to 
them  ;  to  provide  air-space  to  rear  of  dwellings  ;  to  prevent  any  person 
obstructing  sewers  by  putting  solid  refuse  in  them;  to  make  bye-laws  for 
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the  paving  of  yards  and  open  spaces  ;  to  give  the  local  authority  power  to 
lay  drains  at  owner’s  expense  ;  to  make  bye-laws  to  regulate  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences  ;  and  to  prevent  buildings  being  erected  on  offensive  matter. 


Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  see  this  Act  adopted  in  our  district.  It  gives 
power  to  the  sanitary  authority,  to  prevent  the  sale  of  milk  where  there 
is  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  such 
milk  has  produced  infectious  disease,  to  inspect  the  dairy,  and  if  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  veterinary  surgeon,  to  inspect  the  cattle.  It  also  makes 
provisions  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  any  house  where  it  would 
tend  to  prevent  or  check  infectious  disease.  It  also  empowers  the  local 
authority  or  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  require  the  owner  of  any 
bedding,  clothing,  or  other  articles  that  have  been  exposed  to  infection  to 
be  delivered  over  to  an  officer  of  that  authority  for  disinfection. 


Building  Bye-Laws. 

These  might,  with  advantage,  be  adopted  in  this  district 


I  continue  to  send  a  weekly  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Dr.  Barwise,  of  all  new  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  I  receive 
from  him  a  weekly  summarized  report  for  the  whole  county,  This  is  often 
of  great  assistance  in  tracing  the  source  of  these  diseases. 


It  would  facilitate  my  knowledge  of  the  sanitary  work  of  the  district, 
if  I  could  have  after  each  meeting  of  the  Council,  a  short  statement  of  the 
resolutions  that  are  passed  at  the  ordinary  and  the  hospital  committee 
meetings.  Unless  I  happen  to  be  present  at  a  meeting,  I  am  obliged  to 
trust  to  verbal  or  newspaper  reports,  either  of  which  may  sometimes  be 
misleading.  I  should  also  like  to  have  the  opportunity  of  examining  all 
plans  of  new  sewage  schemes  and  other  sanitary  work  before  being  adopted 
by  the  Council. 
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I  append  the  tables  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  the  County  Council :  also  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances
